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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments and amendments , see pages 7, 12 and 13, filed January 
2, 2008, with respect to the rejection of claims 30 and 47 under 35 USC § 101 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 30 and 47 has been 
withdrawn. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 2 January 2008 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of Patent Number US 7,243,009 B2 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

In view of the terminal disclaimer filed, the rejection of claims 1 , 1 7, 31 and 46 on 
the grounds of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting has been withdrawn. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-47 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art does not teach or suggest an attitude angle control apparatus comprising a
